During the said visit, a meeting was held with the Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture for Uzbekistan. During this meeting Hon. The Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture for Uzbekistan has assured cooperation through the Government of 
Uzbekistan for mango promotion Programme in Tashkent, Uzbekistan for mangoes from 
India. Also, in the year 2020, India's Ambassador to Uzbekistan requested to Hon. the 
Chief Secretary, State of Maharashtra regarding organizing Mango Promotion 
Programme at Tashkent, Uzbekistan. 

Maharashtra being the horticulture bowl of the country and having premium 
varieties of mangoes and Banana, the Uzbekistan market need to be tapped. Therefore, 
considering the potential of mango and Banana, a Mango & Banana Promotion 


Programme is proposed at Tashkent, Uzbekistan. The objectives of the Programme are to 
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create awareness about high quality Indian mangoes & bananas in Uzbekistan and to 
understand the Uzbekistan marketing system and consumer preferences. Hence, a tour of 
officials to Tashkent, Uzbekistan from 4 to 11" June, 2023 is being planned by 
Government of Maharashtra.
